I-iany  of  the  villages  provide  dormitory  facilities  for  workers  in  the  Urban 
District  of  Prone,  Molkshan,  Trowbridge,  Mamins  ter  and  Mestbury.  The  district  is 
roughly  bisected  by  the  watershed  feeding  the  Bristol  Avon  to  the  North  Nest  and  the 
Hampshire  Avon  to  the  East.

During  1 967  sixteen  producer/ retailers  and  distributors  were  licenced  to 
sell  raw  milk  and  seven  distributors  were  licenced  to  sell  pasteurised  nilL  from  planus 
in  Wiltshire .  Fifty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  in  question. 


One  hundred  and  twenty-six  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  for  s tatutory 
tests.  Five  sarnies  failed  the  test  but  two  of  these  samples  were  tested  when  the 
atmospheric  shade  temperature  had  exceeded  70°,  subsequent  samples  passed  the  methylene 
blue  test.  Sixty-three  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  all  satisfied  the  statutory  tests. 
Fifty-nine  samples  of  raw  milk  were  sampled  biologically  and  one  of  these  gave  a. 
positive  reaction  to  brucella  abortus.  A  Kotice  was  served  on  the  producer/ re  tailor 
to  send  all  milk  for  heat  treatment.  A  Veterinary  Surgeon  investigated  the  herd  and 
found  two  cows  to  be  infected.  The  owner  sold  the  cows  to  a  neighbouring  farmer  wno 
does  not  sell  milk  and  used  the  infected  beasts  to  roar  beef  calves.  It  was  thoiyjht  that 
before  the  herd  was  discovered  to  be  infected  that  the  infected  cows  caused  one  human 


case  of  undulant  fever.

Mr.  A.  H.  Eagle,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows: 


GENERAL 

The  Council  were  good  enough  to  accede  to  ny  request  to  appoint  an  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  this  year  and  results  were  already  being  felt  by  the  increase  in 
public  health  work  noted  in  this  report. 

The  appointnent  of  a  Deputy  Surveyor  was  nade  fron  within  the  staff  and  his 
replacement  by  a  officer  fron  a  neighbouring  local  authority  ensure  the  minimum  dis¬ 
ruption  of  staffing  and  no  loss  of  local  knowledge  which  is  as  vital  in  the  earring 
out  of  public  health  duties  as  in  technical  know-how. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AED  DISPOSAL. 

A  fortnightly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  continued  in  the  rural  district 
throughout  the  year.  Complaints  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  frequency  of  this  service  were 
nade  by  various  private  individuals  and  the  natter  was  given  consideration  oy  the  Public 
Health  Committee. 

Difficulty  in  finding  a  future  tipping  space  in  the  south  of  the  district  was 
experienced.  The  inability  of  the  Defence  Department  to  offer  land  for  this  purpose  did 
not  help  the  situation.  The  Department  occupies  a  great  portion  of  the  land  which  would 
normally  be  available  for  this  purpose. 

The  only  solution  appeared  to  be  the  compression  of  existing  refuse  in  ICnook 
Tip  and  the  enlargement  of  the  tip  by  deep  excavation  in  the  down  side.  This  had  the 
effect  of  removing  a  local  eyesore  and  providing  another  year  or  tiro's  tipping  space. 

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  seal  off  the  firos  in  the  main  refuse  tip 
at  Penlcigh  where  it  had  been  the  practice  to  bum  refuse. 

Demonstrations  of  levelling  plant  and  a  compressor  tip  refuse  vehicle  took  place 
during  the  year. 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  ;,.P  railuay  premises  act. 

During  the  year  an  increase  in  staff  has  lead  to  a  stricter  control  of  premises 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act.  All  registered  promises  have  received  a  full 
inspection  and  many  have  received  second  and  subsequent  inspections. 

A  suivo3r  was  carried  out  and  it  is  now  felt  that  all  premises  which  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  Act  arc  now  registered.  The  total  number  of  visits  nade  to  premises 
during  the  year  were  52. 

A  number  of  infringements  wore  found  to  exist,  but  these  wore  mainly  of  a  minor 
nature  and  as  a  result  no  legal  action  was  required. 

One  accident  was  reported  and  one  other  was  found  to  have  occurred*  lleither 
wore  serious  one  being  caused  by  lifting  boxes  the  other  sustained  by  a  xall. 

One  promises  was  granted  an  exemption  from  tho  requirements  of  section  24- 
(firstaid),  by  providing  a  fully  stocked  first  aid  room  manned  by  a  suitably  qualified 
person.
